If there had never been revolutions
In China and Nicaragua, the Ameri-
can vaudeville world would be shy
two very capable entertainers.

Peking, Jan. 24 Rcesian officials
and the representatibes of other En-
tente powers in Harbin, have found
much fault with the way the United
States has administered war relief to
Germans and Austrlans in . the por-
tions of Manchuria close to Harbin.
Complaints have been made that
Charles K. Moser, the American con-
sul at Harbin, has rendered assistance
to , German , prisoners who escaped
from Russian prison camps.

The American positfon In adminis-
tering relief to Germans and Austrlans
in Harbin is that Harbin is Chinese
territory, and consequently United
States officials, as neutrals,, are under
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Chicago, III. Jan. 24 Plans for call-
ing a congress that would represent
all Jews in America that would take
steps to settle for all time the "Jewish
question" In Europe and other con-
tinents, were begun here today at a
convention of Jewish organizations of
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Wis-
consin. The convention was the re
sult of a call issued by a recent gath
ering of the, Knights of Zion and near-
ly a score of other organizations re-

sponded by sending delegates.There were three sessions of today'sconvention. The morning meeting was
routine in character, heard welcomingaddresses and a "keynote" speech, and
appointed committees. ' In the after-
noon resolutions were in order and
among them was one directing that

rthe Jews "like all other peoples of
the earth, are in any country and un
der any government endowed with the
inalienable rights of. equality before
the law with all other citizens, or sub-
jects of that nation-o- r government." .

It pointed out that the end of the
world - war would be an acceptabletime at which to settle the questionof discrimination against - the - Jews
and that members of the race had
proved their rights to such settlement
"by their unexampled sacrifices and
suffering in the present, war as well
as in times past." The preamble add-
ed: - ; . J

"Until peace comes the Jews of
America must, speak for the Jews Of
the World." ,

Other resolutions presented to the
convention dealt with the Palestinian
question and the problem of caringfor, Jewish immigrants ro the United
States;, especially, influx of the latter
that is' expected at the close of the
war. Tonight's session debated the
advisabili ty of organizing a - perma-
nent congress of Jewish organizationsfor the states of the: middle west.

"A person who,, within this state,

engages , in. Instigates, aids, encour-
ages or does any act to' further a coni
tention, or fight, without weapons,
between two or more persons, or a
fight comnfonly called a. ring or prtee
fight, either within or Without the
stater, or.who engages in a public or
private boxing exhibition, with 'or
witsout gloves, within the state; at
which an admission fee Is charged, or
received, , either directly or indirectly,or who sends or publishes a challenge
for ' such contention, eMiibition or
fight, or , carries or delivers - such a
challenge or acceptance," or trains or
assists any person in training or pre-
paring for such contention, exhibition
or .fight, is guilty of a misdemeanor.
It is provided however, that sparring
exhibitions, with gloves, of not, less
than four ounces each in weight, may
be. held in a building owned by an In-

corporated athletic association.".

STOCKS OF POTATOES JAN. 1

Unusually small" stocks of potatoes
were held on Jan. 1 in the important
potOto-producl- ng states, according to
reports of correspondents of the Bu-
reau of Crop Estimates. This is the
rovKrsn of conditions a year ago. Then,
stocks were unusually large and south
ern potato growers who compete in
the spring months with stocks carried
over in the northern states were warn-
ed to expect the low prices which pre
vailed last spring.

Supplies on hand Jan. i, isio, ipr
market, are estimated to be aboit"
38 per cent, smaller than a year ago,
1 5 per cent, smaller than two years
ago, 30 per cent, smaller than, three
years ago, but 1 6 per cent, larger
than four years ago.

If, for the purpose of comparison,
the estimates ' in percentages of
marketable stocks of potatoes on Jan.
i - ho annliarl to the estimates of to
tal production, it shows, in the states.
included (whicn proaucea. per
Sent, of the 1915 crop and 78 per cent.

a total of .105,345,000 bushels-Jan- . 1,
1916, compared witn ib3,&s4,uuu a
year ago,. 123,292,000 two years; ago,
149,845,000 three years ago and 90,
778,000 four years ago. These figures
indicate , that southern growers need
riotf fear a burdensome, competition
with northern stocks of potatoes this
spring. The United States seldom im-
ports or exports relatively a large
quantity ot, .potatoes. Therefore, the
European- war has no material direct
influence . upon the potato market of
the United States. .

Mr. Moser recently paid a visit to
Peking, and discussed the relief work
at Harbin' with Dr. Renisch, the Amer
ican minister, Chinese officials.
The Chinese have never taken a firm
positionin their resistance of the cap
ture of Germans and Austrians who
escape from Siberia into Manchuria,
and it ' is not likely that they will do
so. German prisoners yho have es-

caped info Mongolia and Manchuria
have frequently beenx recaptured on
Chinese soil by Russian, soldiers and
taken back into Russian territory. Es
caped prisoners have been even seized
at Mukden and taken from railwaytrains

: The German' and Austrian legations
in Peking have protested againstChina's failure to proteet the subjectsof these two countries on neural soil,
but without results. .

Ever since the opening of Harbin to
foreign trade, its status has been much
disputed by the Russians. At .first
they insisted that the treaty port was
located on the river a number of miles
from the present city. This .position
was not concurred in by the United
States and :other powers. When the
United States" consulate ' was first
opened at' Harbin, some ten years ago,
representatives of the United States
suffered many Indignities, and efforts
were made to discourage the develop-
ment of Harbin as a treaty port. Rus-i-sia- ,

however, maintains a consul at
Harbin and by so.x doing has justified
in a measure the action, of other pow-
ers. .

A constant effort has always been
made hy Russia to discourage the idea
that the ' present city of Harbin is
Chinese( territory. . Being such an. im-
portant center on the Trans-Siberia- n

Railway, the , Russians have, alwaysendeavored to maintain as strong a
hold as possible upon the city. With-
out actually declaring their ownership,
they have : endeavored to create the
impression t,hat ; Harbjn is Russian
territory. ' V

Until; the opening of the present war
they were strenuously opposed in this
opsition by other European powers.
However, 'with the entrance of the En-
tente into the struggle against. - Ger (
many and her r allies, Great Britain
a,nd France have, changed their atti-
tude somewhat because of the ques-
tions directly connected with the war
which have arisen In China. Neutrals
who desire to continue to tra,de in
Manchuria, and Mongolia, and ..who
have no part in the disputes arising
over, the war problems ' have shown no
disposition to acquiesce in the Russian
